Acootding to the inventioQ there is provided a device for contcolliDg the d^th of a 
2S router blade hk a routear i^ch router comprises a zonter body and a base plaCe which 
device comprises a bar attadied to the base plate vAAdi bar has a threaded lower 
section which screws into a xuit attached to tiie router place and screws into an upper 
threaded section, of the bar the bar having sequentially mounted on it (i) a jSist collar 
which cart slide up and down the bar and is lockable to the bar (ii) a secoaid ooUar 
30 attached to the router body through which the bar slides and to ^^ch the bar can be 
locked and (iii) a fine adjustment means which can turn the threaded section of the 
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bar in the upper section of the bar and which Is operabJe from the side of the router 
plate remote irom tho router.

The bar can be ax^ shape^ but fi^ convemence is typically round. 

Hie fine ai^nstment meanfl can be a scirew head attadied to the end vMoh caa be 
turned by a screw drivw so ibatibe lower theeaded end of the bar screws in or out of 
the iq>per ftreaded section of the bar. 

In use^ h\ ozder to oorttrol the depfh of a but by the roxiter Made the router blade is 
placed in contact with the matenai which is tcr be cut i.e, the bit engages tbe surface, 
the SMond collar is locked in position on the router body. The gap between the jSrst 
and second collars is adjusted to the approximate depth of cut by moving the first 
collar and locking it in posiiidn, the fine adjustment means is thm adjusted so that the 
gap between tbe &st and second collars is the exact depth of cut required. When the 
router bit is operated the second collar is unlocked and the router body attached to the 
hSt is slid down so that the bar slide Hmugh the seoxnd collar and when the first 
collar comes itxco contact wldi the second collar the bit hais cut into the material to 
exaetdetMh.

Referrmg to fig. 1 a router body (1) has a bar attad^ed to it on the bar C^) are a 
first collar (3) which can be screwed to the bar by boll (4) and collar (5) which can be 
locked to the har by bolt (€). Th^e is a pdntex (7) slidably attached to the bar which 
indicates a locaiian on scale (8). 

At the lower raid of bar (2) there is a threaded section (9) wMch engages a nut (10) in 
title router plate (II), there is an adjustment nut (12) which can. lock the bar in 
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position on the plate md a screw bead at (14) operated firom benfsfith the plate on the 
end of (9) which turns (9).

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Claims

A device as claiiiied in claim 1 or2 m\)!^chihens is a pointer aiidably attached to 
the bar wh ich can mark a locadon on a deal e on the roiAer body. 

4> A device as claimed in claim 1, 2 or 3 is a screw head attached to the end which 
can be turned by a screw driver so that the lower threaded end of fte bar screws in or 
20 out of the upper threaded section of the bar.
